MEETING OF COMMITTEE FOR STUDY OF INDEXES 


The Committee of Consultants for the Study of the Indexes 
to Medical Literature published by the Army Medical Library met 
on 24 September 1948 at the Army Medical Library. All members 
were present with the exception of Dr. Morris Fishbein, who was 
unable to attend, and Dr. Eugene W. Scott, who was represented by 
Mr. Norman T. Ball. 

After Colonel McNinch had presented the historical back- 
ground of indexing in the Army Medical Library, Dr. Sanford V. 
Larkey outlined the research project designed to clarify the purposes 
and techniques of medical indexing. Emphasis was placed on the 
needs of the medical and allied professions and on the scope necessary 
for any indexing program. 

It was tentatively agreed that the second meeting of the Com- 
mittee would be held after the middle of November, when it is 
hoped that Dr. Fishbein will be able to be present. At the second 
meeting, individuals preparing the indexes now in use will be asked 
to explain the preparation of their publications to the Committee. 


GILMORE BEQUEST 


By the will of the late Mrs. Emma Wheat Gilmore, the Library 
has been bequeathed a sum of money for the establishment of a 
fund to be known as the Gilmore Bequest. This fund is for use at 
the discretion of the Surgeon General for the benefit of the Army 
Medical Library. The will has not yet been probated. 


PUBLICATION “NEW BOOKS” 


With the thirty-sixth issue, the Library’s publication 
“Selected List of Recent Acquisitions” changes its name to “New 
Books”. This is a selected list of monographs published during the 
last two years. It is available on application to the Director. 
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DEATHS 


Colonel Richard P. Strong, noted expert on tropical disease, died 
at his home in Boston on July 4. Colonel Strong was an Honorary 
Consultant to the Army Medical Library. 

Dr. William Darrach, Dean Emeritus and Professor of Clinical 
Surgery at the Columbia University College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons in New York, died on May 24. Dr. Darrach was formerly 
an Honorary Consultant to the Army Medical Library. 


ACQUISITION NOTES 


One of the trophies of Mr. Groesbeck’s recent trip to Japan 
is a union list of the serials in twelve major Japanese medical li- 
braries, published in 1942 by the Japanese Medical Library Associa- 
tion. The list is in two sections, the first given over to Western 
titles and the second to titles in Chinese and Japanese. The latter 
section comprises over 1100 entries and consequently is the best 
available list of Japanese medical serial publications. 

The Oriental section of the list has been filmed and photoprint 
copies will be supplied to the several divisions of the Library. More- 
over, other institutions confronted with the difficulties of accession- 
ing, cataloging, and servicing Oriental materials are invited to order 
positive copies of the film or photoprints at the usual film rates. 

Other Japanese acquisitions of similar bibliographic usefulness 
are the Catalogue of the Library of the Medical College of Keiogi- 
juko University, 1931, with its supplements; a Complete Index of 
Medical Books in Print, 1941 (title and text in Japanese), the gift 
of Professor Kitamura of Tokyo University who has added careful 
manuscript notes of books published since 1941; and a manuscript 
list of 133 Japanese medical journals currently being published. This 
list was prepared for the Army Medical Library by the faculty of 
Tokyo University under the editorship of Professor Tomio Ogata. 
It is in both Japanese and English and includes editors’ names and the 
names and addresses of publishers. The list will be reproduced by 
the Library and made available, on request, to other institutions.
